In a “guns or butter” economic 
report, the council analyzed the 
impact on the nation’s economy of 
six billion dollars in foreign aid 
spending, the 27-day-old coal strike 
and a proposed three billion out- 
lay for defense. Then the Presi- 
dent’s advisers called for indirect 
manpower controls as part of a 
“systematic and vigorous disci- 
pline” to meet defense and foreign 
aid demands. 

They recommended also some 
new taxes, firm allocation and 
other controls over scarce raw 
materials and a ready-to-go sys- 
tem of rationing and wage-price 
controls as well as new limitation 
of bank lending and installment 
‘buying. 

Cold House Reception, 

The reaction of Representative 
_ Wolcott (Rep.), Michigan, chair- 
map of the House Banking Com- 
mittee, where most of such legis- 
lation would originate, wag cold. 

“It seems unnecessary,” he told 

reporters, “to restore any controls 
until we see the impact on our 
economy of the military spending 
and foreign aid.”

Shrewsbury river empties into the 
Atlantic Ocean has set off a mod- 
ern gold rush. 

The treasure hunt, at a spot 
where legend says pirates once 
buried their loot, was touched off 
by the discovery of William Cot- 
trell, a fisherman, who found the 
first coin Wednesday. 

It was a yellow coin, about the 
size of a half dollar, dated 1748. 
After urging by his son, Lloyd, 
Cottrell took the coin to a jeweler. 
The jeweler said it was solid gold 
and was worth $200 as a collec- 
tor’s item. 


Cottrell and his son resumed 
their search, Yesterday afternoon 
they found six more coins within 
five feet of the first one. 


The news spread swiftly, and 
hundreds of persons carrying pails 
and shovels tsarted to dig in the 
sand. Some walked to the shore, 
others came by boat. 


Police understood eight other 
coins had been found in addition 
to the seven found by the Cot- 
trells. 

A favorite rumor is that Cap- 
tain Kidd brought his pirate ship 
into the Shrewsbury river and 
buried his gold there. If the date, 
1748, on the coin is correct, it 
wasn’t Kidd who buried the gold. 
The captain was hanged in Eng- 
land 1701.

Two men were killed and four 
persons were injured in the col- 
lision of two automobiles on Mar-

Dead were Charles Alfred Reich- 
ardt, a carpenter, of 220 West 
Monroe avenue, Kirkwood, and 
John Milton Adams, a factory 
worker of the same address. 


Adrien B. Paillou, 3225 Tamm 
avenue, suffered leg, head and 
neck injuries; his wife, Margaret, 
suffered a severed tendon of the 
left leg; Joseph Korando, 340 New- 
port avenue, Webster Groves, suf- 
fered fractures of both legs, and 
his wife, Eleanor, suffered head 
injuries and fractures of the 
wrist, ankle and facial bones. 

State Highway patrolmen said 
Reichardt and Adams were in one 
of the machines and were coming 
out of a side road, that leads to 
Tree Court swimming pool, onto 
Marshall road when they were 
struck by the second automobile 
driven by Paillou. 


Both machines caught fire 
after the impact. Passing motor- 
ists stopped to help tho injured 
out of their automobile. Patrol- 
men said Paillou told them he was 
driving at 35 miles an hour but 
the Reichardt automobile loomed 
up before him so suddenly that he 
could not avoid the accident. 

Fires in both automobiles were 
extinguished by the Valley Park 
Fire Department.

States resorts to “direct black- 
mail” and other forms of pressure 
on Italy’s internal affairs. 

He said those moves would not 
fool the Italian people. 

Wants All & Admitted. 


Gromyko said Russia favored 
admission of Italy to the U.N. 
but could not vote for Italy unless 
the council voted for the other 
ex-enemy countries. 

Before Gromyko spoke, Austin 
told the council that another Rus- 
Sian veto of Italy’s application 
could be interpreted by the world 
only as an-expression of the Soviet 
Union’s lack of friepdship for the 
Italian people. 

The United States, Britain and 
France jointly reopened the Ital- 
ian application in the Council, 
where Russian twice vetoed it in 
1947. The move was timed with 
this month’s Italian election, where 
the Communists are fighting for 
power. 

Austin said a grave injustice has 
been done to Italian people by the 
Russian vetoes, P 

“We ask that they immediately 
be granted their rightful position 
among nations,” the American 
delegate added. 


Assails Soviet Stand. 

He assailed the Russian position 
that Italy should be admitted only 
along with Finland, Romania, Bul- 
garia and Hungary, Austin said: 

“Surely there is no justice in 
penalizing a people who have 
proved themselves to be qualified 
for membership by coupling them 
with states which by their own ac- 
tions have shown they are clearly 
disqualified. 

“This attempt at bargaining is 
surely beneath the dignity of this 
council, 

“If the same tactics are at- 
tempted, and if this council should 
unfortunately fail to recommend 
Italy’s admission .. . the world 
can interpret the act in no other 
way than as an expression by the 
Soviet Union of a lack of friend- 
ship for the people’ of Italy.” 

Russia previously had used the 
veto 22 times—10 of them on mem- 
bership applications, Italy, Eire, 
Portugal and Trans-Jordan had 
been vetoed twice each. Finland 
and Austria had been vetoed once.

General Confers With 


Truman on Defense, 
Asserts They Did Not 
Discuss Politics. ~ 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP) 
—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower said 
today he “meant every word” in 
his statement of Jan. 23 taking 
himself out of the presidential 
nomination picture. 

The retired Army chief of staff 
talked with reporters as he left 
a conference on defense with 
President Truman, 

Asked for a direct statement on 
the presidency, he said he did not 
talk politics with Truman. 
added: 

“I made up my mind to say 
nothing more. I wrote a letter 
and Wieant every word of it. 

Not Talking Any More. 

“I told my aides they could do 
the talking from now on. I’m not 
talking any more. I find it doesnt’ 
do any good.” 

Eisenhower in a letter to a New 
Hampshire publisher ‘ast Jan. 23 
said he could not accept a presi- 
dential nomination. He said his 
decision to “completely” remove 
himself from the political scene 
was “definite and positive.” 


The General, who takes over as 
president of Columbia University 
in June, was in uniform as he 
called on the President for a 30- 
minute talk. 

He said Truman wanted to dis- 
cuss with him the. “general lay- 
out” of the nation’s defenses and 
the subject of “balance” of the 
defense program. 

Eisensower said he and Truman 
and Defense Secretary Forrestal 
are in general agreement on de- 
fense plans and problems.

Leo Pasvolsky, an economist on 
the research staff of Brookings 
Institution, Washington, was the 
speaker on this subject. He de- 
fended the United Nations against 
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(Additional pictures in Everyday Magazine.) 
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a feeling reflected from 
parts of the public that United 
Nations has proved a failure in 
the face of Russian international 


activities. 

“National security,” he said, “is 
not attainable by national means. 
It is inevitable a part of the larger 
picture of international security. 
To be secure today, a nation must 
concert its actions with those of 
other nations. The United Nations 
is only a mechanism, not the 
mechanism, but a mechanism, for 
the conduct of international rela- 
tions. It is not a panacea or a 
guarantee of peace.” 

Limited Power Cited. 

In conceding that the United 
Nations has definite limitations, 
he pointed out that that organiza- 
tion’s sole executive power is the 
police power to stop fights be- 
tween nations. 

“Tt is far easier,” he continued, 
“to upset world equilibrium today 
because the number of major 
powers has been greatly reduced 
since the war. Unless the major 
powrs can agree outside the Unit- 
. ed Nations, no power is safe.” 

Final speaker at the session was 
Joseph C. Harsch, foreign cor- 
respondent of the Christiqn 
Science Monitor. 


Educato& Address 700. 


Anaylses of the situation in Eu- 
rope, the Near East and the Far 
East were given the conference 
by educators. Attending the con- 
ference Were 300 young men and 
women delegates from 73 eastern 
and midwestern cities and 400 
Principia students. A main topic 
of interest was found in problems 
of American-Soviet relations. 

In a series of round-table dis- 
cussions today, the delegates dis- 
cussed their own views of inter- 
national affairs. Majority find- 
ings then were summarized in 
boiled<down form to reflect the 
views of the delegates. Among 
the outstanding conclusions were 
that intervention in a nation’s in- 
ternal affairs was justified in or- 
der to prevent a Communist mi-. 
nority from seizing the govern- 
ment, and that world federation 
was desirable. 

A number of the sessions were 
héld-in the college field house, 
where speakers were flanked by 
the Stars and Stripes on one side 
of the stage and the hammer-and- 
sickle flag of the Soviet Union on 
the other. But the emphasis placed 
on the need for a firmer stand

“The Russians don’t want a war 
today, and aren’t likely to get one 
if we make it clear we are not 
going to back down one bit, and 
are ing.to insist on Russia 
meeting its commitments,” Dr. 
William Y. Elliott, professor of 
government at Harvard University, 
asserted in an address last night.

-The Russians re- 
spect the strength we can marshal 
4f we need it. We produce 90,- 
000,000 tons of steel a year—that 
is, if John L. Lewis will let us, and 
in wartime he has to let us.’

fairs and Foreign Aid. He said he 
had “bitterly opposed” certain war 
priorities favoring Russia, as well

He spoke of Roosevelt's “badly 
grounded belief that, if he allowed 
Russia to extend its sphere of in- 
fluence over eastern Europe and 
showed, by scrapping- our enor- 
mous war potential, we had no 
aggressive designs, Russia would 
behave in a way permitting a 
stable peace.” 

“Russians,” he continued, “have 
asserted over and over that it is 
impossible for Communism to live 
in a world with capitalism, that 
every means is legitimate in this 
contest, and the system of Marx- 
ian .Commynism must expec? a 
struggle for survival with other 
powers, no matter how co-opera- 
tive they may be.” 

Says Reds Use Reactionaries 

Declaring that the Russians hate 
Social Democrats more than reac- 
tionaries, Dr. Elliott. asserted: 
“They don’t mind reactionaries; in 
fact, they help set up reactionary 
governments in the conviction 
these will be easy to overthrow. 
Maybe that is their policy in back- 


some 
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ing certain people in the United 
States at the present time.” 

The speaker did not elaborate 
on this point. Later, in asserting 
that Russians construe our efforts 
to compromise as weakness, he de- 
clared: “I know that a candidate 
for the presidency still advocates 
our trying to buy peace from 
Russia,’ 

Dr. Elliott, a tall, broad-shoul- 
dered native of Tennessee, spoke 
with a Southern drawl and occa- 
sionally resorted to homely anal- 
ogy Of the mountaineers, Reiter- 
ating the need for a strong stand 
against Russia, he said: “We 
should stop being scared by a hoot 
owl. This is a hoot owl today, 
but it may not be 15 years from 
now.” 

Dr, Frederfe E. Morgan, presi- 
dent of The Principia College, con- 
ferred on him an honorary Doctor 
of Laws degree at the conclusion 
of Dr. Elliott’s address. 

Dr. Walter L. Wright Jr., Prince- 
ton University professor of his- 
tory and Turkish language, said 
existence of Soviet-American ten- 
sion was to be expected as long 
as the United States and Russia 
continue to be the greatest two 
powers. 

Predicts No Open War. 

“Competition is the normal state 
between governments,” he de- 
clared, “and Soviet-American com- 
petition probably will last far 
beyond our lifetime. There may 
not be any open, bloody shooting 
war—there is unlikely to be war 
for a considerable time to come, 
because Russia. recognizes the 
strength of the United States and 
its potential allies and cannot af- 
ford to fight.” 

As long as the Kremlin rulers 
proceed “calmly and judiciously,” 
he continued, the United States 
has no reason to fear war, but if 
Russia were to gain control of 
the Near East, with its tremen- 
dous oil reserves, the Soviet lead- 
ers might be “tempted” to aban- 
don caution, 

Dr. Wright expressed the opin- 
ion that Arabian oil is not neces- 
sary to the United States, but is 
vital to recovery in Western Eu- 
rope.. As for the present situa- 
tion in Palestine, he said: “We 
won't go in;' we won't let the Rus- 
sians go in, and nobody else is 
fool enough to go in.” 

Zionist vs. U.S. Interests. 

Of the American policy reversal 
on partition he declared: “Nation- 
al interest and the organized in- 
terest of a minority pressure 
group are in conflict.” He made 
it clear that Zionist sympathizers 
were the minority group he was 
referring to, and added, “In the 
interest of a nation, it is up to 
pressure groups to confine their 
pressure to issues decidable with- 
in the territories of their own 
country. The states operating as 
units in foreign policy tend to be 
the most successful.” 

Dr. Roland G. Usher, head of 
the Washington University history 
department, said it would be a 
mistake to underrate Russian 
strength, but expressed the con- 
viction the United States in a war 
with the Soviet Union would win 
“in the long run.” 

“Russia is preponderant in Eu- 
rope,” he asserted. “The ques- 
tion is will she dominate all *"Eu- 
rope? The only large power to 
oppose her is the United States. 
The Russians want to go as far 
as they can without war, but so 
did the Kaiser and Hitler.” 

No One World, Says Usher. 

Pointing out that the old bal- 
ance of power had been destroyed, 
he indicated that an alliance of 
virtually all the other nations was 
needed to balance Soviet strength. 
“There is no one world—not even 
one Europe,” he insisted. “There 
have always been Eastern and 
Western Europe.” 

He listed three possible ways of 
dealing with @oviet expansion as 
an alliance of nations to restore 
the balance of power, appease- 
ment of Russia and adoption of a 
firm stand involving use of force 
if necessary. 

Dr. Harold S. Quigley, professor 
of political science at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, discussed the 
situation in the Far East. He 
has taught in China and last fall 
returned from a year’s’ service 
with Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
headquarters in Tokyo.\ 

The American problem in Ja- 
pan, he said, was whether to favor 
the Social Democrats or the old 
revived Democrats and Liberals 
—all extremely conservative. 

“We tried to promote liberal- 
ism and, on the other hand, we 
permitted the existing Japanese 
Government to continue,” he said. 
“The result was that we found 
the old conservative element was 
maintaining governmental con- 
trol.” : 

Remark on MacArthur, G.O.P. 

The speaker drew hearty laugh- 
ter from the audience when he 
remarked: “As Gen, MacArthur 
landed in Japan with pipé in 
mouth, he looked for the Repub-

He advised against large-scale 
economic aid to China ‘unless 
Americans can supervise its dis- 
tribution.

One petition was 
drafted by the St. Charles High 
School Alumni Association and the 
other by a group of 200 parents of 
students. Both petitions, however, 
will be circulated by striking stu- 
dents for signatures, 

A chance for an explanation of 
the firing of Boyett, who coached 
the school basketball team into a 
tie for the Suburban League cham- 
pionship, came last night when Su- 
perintendent of Schools Stephen 
Blackhurst was called on to speak. 
Blackhurst told the meeting: 
“This is not the time or the place 
to make an explanation, as the 
matter is in the hands of the 
Board of Education.” 

The petition drawn up by the 
alumni association went beyond 
the Boyett dispute by demanding 
that the Board of Education es- 
tablish a cafeteria for students at 
the school and that it furnish free 
text books. John Hartwig, father 
of a striking student, was elected 
temporary chairman of the groups 
drafting the petitions. 

It was also decided at the meet- 
ing that a committee of parents 
would hereafter sit in on all Board 
of Education meetings, either 
open or executive sessions, in an 
effort to avoid repetition of the 
Boyett incident. 

When the Board of Education 
meets next Monday night to dis- 
cuss the hiring of teachers for 
next year’s school. term, the 
Alumni Association and the par- 
ents’ group will hold a mass meet- 
ing at the high school.

Continyation of the coal short- 
age, with a 50 per cent cut in codl- 
burning rail service scheduled for 
next Thursday, will have a seri- 
ous effect on St. Louis industry, 
Carl Giessow, head of the Chamber 
of Commerce Transportation Bu- 
reau, warned today. 

Service on coajl-powered rail- 
roads, already reduced 25 per cent, 
will experience a further 25 per 
cent reduction, unless the miners 
go back to work. The effect will 
be felt “quickly and _ seriously, 
“Giessow stated. The situation 
will not be as bad here as in the 
east, because of the numbar of 
diesel-powered roads in the West 
and Southwest, Giessow added. 
The local situation will also be 
helped by the proximity of mines 


who are not involved in the walk- 
out. :; 

Although not affected in their 
individual operation, diesel-pow- 
ered roads will suffer freight loss 
as a result of the Eastern situa- 
tion, a spokesman for the Cotton 
Belt Railroad said. “The coal 
shortage is bound to have a detri- 
mental effect generally,” the 
spokesman said, The Cotton Belt, 
a disel-powered line, has ordered 
no layoffs. 

Coal-powered lines operating out 
of the St. Louis Terminal have) 
furloughed more than 1000 em-| 
ployes because of the coal short- 
age. The Missouri’ Pacific an- 
nounced the layoff of 650 men, of 
whom 450 were employed in the

The Frisco Railroad announced 
it had cut 300 employes off the 
payroll and that freight shipments 
had dropped about 10 per cent.

The day 
that happens will be the first day I shall 
have ever regretted serving four years 
in the Army when I might legitimately 
have remained at home with my wife 
and children.

A.T.& T's Sleight-of-Hand 


It is axiomatic that when a supplier is free to 
charge a customer what prices he will, those 
prices tend to be unreasonably high. By exclu- 
sive contract, the Western Electric Co. supplies 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. and other 
Bell companies 90 to 95 per cent of-all their 
equipment purchases. Both Western Electric and 
the operating companies are subsidiaries of 
American Telephone and Telegraph. So the op- 
erating companies pay the prices quoted and no 
questions asked. ¢ 

How much too high Western Electric’s prices 
are is a matter of speculation. Paul Walker, 
chairman of the Federal Communications Com- 
mission, once estimated they are 30 per cent 
higher than they ought to be. 

When Western Electric raised its prices 10 per 
cent in 1930, a depression year in which prices 
in general were falling, the United States Su- 
preme Court directed the Illinois Commerce 
Commission to reject the raise in equipment 
bought by the Illinois Bell Telephone Co. 

When Western Electric raised its prices an 
additional 33 per cent in the middle ’30s, the 
California Railroad Commission deducted the 
increase from the rate base allowed the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. Some other state 
commissions followed suit. 

Western Electric tried to boost prices again by 
20 per cent in February 1942, but the Office of 
Price Administration forbade it. But when OPA 
expired Western Electric felt free to reach out 
again for increased profits. It hiked prices 46 
per cent above the wartime level. 

These are the prices which Southwestern Bell 
—and indirectly the subscribers of Southwestern 
Bell—are paying today. They are a total of 89 
per cent above the 1930 prices. Yet Western 
Electric’s volume of production is several times 
as high as it was in the ’30s. One would sup- 
pose that volume production might have per- 
mitted price cuts, or at least have helped to 
make increases unnecessary. 

It is not, however, a mere matter of supposi- 
tion as to whether Western Electric has hoisted 
its prices unnecessarily. There is concrete evi- 
dence of this in the Internal Revenue Bureau. 

gvestern Electric, for public perusal, has listed 
its profits at from $15,000,000 to $25,000,600 a 
year. Yet it paid in 1947 an income tax of 
$36,000,000. The corporation income tax is 38 
per cent. It is a matter of simple arithmetic, 
therefere, to determine that the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau figured Western Electric’s 1947 
profit at approximately $95,000,000 before taxes, 
or about $60,000,000 after taxes. 

Commenting on this bit of obvious arithmetic 
evidence, an investigator for the Federal Cor- 
munications Commission and the Association of 
Railroad & Utility Commissioners said: 

It appears that nearly half of this profit 
was hidden in the numerous large reserves 
the company maintains. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau allows reason- 
able depreciation an Western Electric’s property. 
But beyond a reasonable amount for reserves, 
Western Electric tried to conceal profits and 
hoodwink regulatory authorities by setting up a 
whole series of specious reserves not recognized 
by tax authorities. 

It is no wonder that the State Public Utilities 
Administrator of Rhode Island, in cutting in half 
the rate increase asked by the New. England 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. in that state, said 
that Western Electric’s prices are “unreasonable 
if not unconscionable.” 

Southwestern Bell spent with Western Electric 
$44,500,000 in 1946 and presumably slightly more 
in 1947. Manifestly, there is in these figures a 
roughly determinable element of “unconscion- 
able” profit. Its amount can be approximated by 
taking Western Electric’s real profit; as con- 
trasted with its asserted profit, and figuring 
how much of the excess was paid by South- 
western. 

If this is done, it should wipe out a consider- 
able part of Southwestern Bell’s asserted need 
of additional revenue. Combined with other 
adjustments which have been shown to be in 
order in the recent hearings before the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, it should entirely 
eliminate any need of additional revenue and 
quite possibly justify a reduction in rates. 
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Freedom Train on the Riverfront? 


The Freedom Train with its treasure trove of 
historic American documents and-items is now 
scheduled for three days in the. St. Louis area. 
Arriving from Jefferson City after stops in West- 
ern Missoyri it is due to be in St. Louis Satur- 
day and Sunday, June 12 and 13, and in East St. 
Louis Monday, June 14. Although unplanned, 
this will be a happy observance of the Flag day 
weekend for residents of St. Louis, East St. 
Louis and suburban communities. — , 

An important detail remains to be determined 
with’ respect to the St. Louis stop. That is the 
location of the train while it is here. Union 
Station does not meet the requirements at all as 
it must be possible for large numbers of persons 
to reach the train and to leave it without. over- 
much congestion. A place with railroad tracks 
which would provide plenty of open space, in- 
cluding parking room, is the riverfront, at the 
site of the Western Expansion Memorial. We 
urge the local Freedom Train Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, headed by Mayor Kaufmann, to canvass all 
aspects of the location before they decide on 
one which might turn out to be unsuitable and, 
therefore, require a change. 
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The New Policy in Germany 

Speaking at Duesseldorf for both Britain and 
the United States, Gen. Sir Brian Robertson, 
British Military Governor in Germany, appears 
to have rung down the curtain on efforts toward 
four-power rule in Germany. 

He called on the people of Western Germany 
to recognize that Eastern Germanypfor the time 
being has been united “with the” Czechs and 
other people of Eastern Europe in a common 
bondage” and invited Germans who are still free 
to join the Western Allies. 

For the time being (he said) we must ac- 
cept the fact that the “iron curtain” splits 
Germany. For the time being we must be 
content with unity as far as it can be 
achieved and not forget that this means the 
unity of two-thirds of Germany. The com- 
plete unity of Germany is possible only 
when the real will of all the people can be 
expressed. That day will come, but not yet. 
Gen. Robertson pointed out that Western Ger- 

many already has been included in the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program and extended an invita- 
tion for it to prepare for full membership in 
Western European union. More important still, 
the speech implied an invitation for Western 
Germany to join the five-power pact of Britain, 
France, the Low Countries and Luxembourg, 
which is “the foundation for security.” 

The Ruhr will be embraced in the integration 
of Western European industry, in whose control 
Germany would have “dignified participation.” 

On the other hand, denazification is to be 
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further softened and certain prison sentences 
meted out in the early occupation period are to 
be reviewed. This certainly is not a pleasing 
thing in itself, but it is realistic competition 
against the similar policy which Russia is follow- 
ing in its zone. 
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Dangers to European Aid 

Paul Hoffman begins his duties as European 

Economic Co-operation Administrator in a mood 
of optimism. In view of the basic importance of 
his assignment ig the ideological battle for Eu- 
rope, it is to be hoped that he will get the sup- 
port he expects from the American economy. 
e It is to be hoped, for example, that he is right 
in his initial assumption that no legal controls 
will be necessary to make available the food, 
fuel, raw materials and other supplies essential 
to the success of the undertaking. 

Self-interest, however, can be blind on oc- 
casion. The protracted failure of the steel in- 
dustry and the car builders to meet the domestic 
freight car quotas which they voluntarily ac- 
cepted is an example. 
orities are about as welcome as taxes, but they 
may turn out to be as necessary, too. If so, they 
should be accepted as cheerfully in a cold war as 
in a hot one. 

This is not a case of borrowing trouble. The 
six-billion-dollar European program plus a new 
military program of about three billion dollars, 
not to mention a cut in income taxes with a cor- 
responding rise in purchasing power, certainly 
will create new inflationary pressure. Dr. Edwin 
G. Nourse, chairman of the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers, has just warned the Cabi- 
net of all this. 

Surely, it would be tragic if a new spiral of 
price increases were to deprive these programs 
of much of their meaning. Such inflation was to 
blame in part for the premature depletion of the 
British loan. It could happen again. So some 
price controls as well as allocations of scarce 
materials may prove to be in order. If so, the 
necessary checks ought to be applied quickly. 
Distaste should not keep us from speedy action 
to forestall real damage. 
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Why All the Silence? 


Today’s letter column asks the question: Why 

As there no opposition to the Missouri Legisla- 

ture’s approval of a $400,000 appropriation for a 
new building for 30 Negro law students here? 

The question is soundly raised. This appropri- 
ation, as the Post-Dispatch said before it was 
voted, is a serious educational mistake. If 
signed by Gov. Donnelly, it will establish a vested 
position of error which will be all the harder to 
correct in the end. 

There has been a virtual conspiracy of silence 
on this question, which is genuinely disturbing. 
The authorities at the University of Missouri 
and the university’s curators know that these few 
Negro students should be enrolled at Columbia, 
yet they have said nothing. Negro educators 
and groups such as the Urban League know bet- 
ter, yet they have raised no protest. : 

Gov. Donnelly is authorized by the State Con- 
stitution to strike this mistaken item and he 
should eliminate it in its entirety. ‘In this, he is 
entitled to the guidance of public opinion. 

Up to now, Missouri’s educational and civic 
leaders have defaulted on this issue of justice 
and adequacy in tax-supported education for the 
professions. Who will break the silence? 
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New Weapon Against Slums 


In its purpose, the new minimum standards 
housing ordinance is wholly commendable. At 
the very best, many St. Louisans must occupy old 
buildings for years to come. Many buildings 
are unfit for habitation now but can be made fit 
with reasonable improvements. Better provi- 
sions can be made for sanitation, light and air. 
Such improvements are an attack on the slums 
no less than new housing is an attack. Both at- 
tacks are required. : 

The passage of a law, however, does not as- 
sure a successful attack. Before the minimum 
standards take effect two years hence, the city 
needs to get some large-scale new housing built. 
Otherwise the deadline may find a good many 
property owners who refuse to make the neces- 
sary improvements, either because they can see 
no profit in it or because they expect to beat the 
law.“ This would present the city with the acute 
dilemma of demolishing unimproved buildings 
and evicting people who have nowhere to go— 
or of tolerating wholesale disregard of the law. 

Also, as the Post-Dispatch warned when a 
minimum standards ordinance was first intro- 
duced in 1946, the measure heightens the ur- 
gency to make firm plans for the location of new 
housing and public improvements and to get 
ahead with the execution of the plans.

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$4000 and 17 Months Later 

For just less than a year and a half, the St. 
Louis Board of Education and the Instruction 
Department of the St. Louis public schools have 
had to mark time against the greatest single im- 
provement they could make in the schools. 

Dozens and dozens of problems of policy, pro- 
cedure and practice have had to be postponed 
or dealt with on a provisional basis because, as 
the board and superintendent thought and Wad 
a right to believe, final and definitive answers 
were soon to be forthcoming as a result of ac- 
tion already taken. That they were wrong in 
this belief is hardly their fault. 

It was Oct. 8, 1946, when Dr. Rudolph Hof- 
meister arose in the board to move that a quali- 
fied expert be hired “to write an over-all merit 
plan” for the employes of the St. Louis public 
schools. He recommended Prof. W. W. Burke 
of Washington University and pay of $4000. 
The board voted the motion unanimously. Prof.

Colleges was cracked by School Board action 
and ratified by the Legislature, the State Su- 
preme Court knocked out the board’s rule 
against employment of married women as teach- 
ers, a uniform salary schedule substantially in- 
creasing teachers’ pay wags adopted and other 
steps were taken looking toward putting teach- 
ing in St. Louis on a bona fide self-respecting 
merit basis.

of yet such “fierce devotion to principle cannot be slaughtered over- 
night; our task is to smuggle in comfort for its proud spirit.

Freedom lies buried in Prague today. 
From the tomb come voices that purport 
to speak in freedom’s accents, but the 
words they utter betray the falseness of 
the utterance. 

Poor old President Benes, a virtual pris- 
oner of the Communists in his summer re- 
treat, cannot be frusted by his jailers to 
speak for himself, so their propaganda bu- 
reau issues statements in his name. He is 
supposed to have said, “Our alliance with 
Russia is a natural relationship which 
binds fraternal peoples,” and further to 
have emphasized that his country sought 
Russian protection against “a new threat 
of aggression by Germany.” 

The voice is Jacob’s voice, but the hands 
are the hands of Esau, the hairy hands of 
the Soviet bear. 
be browbeaten into making such cringing 
statements. He is ill and old beyond his 
time at 63, his gray head bowed by the 
sorrows of his country’s second occupation 
in less than 10 years. But Benes shares 
the great Czech tradition of freedom. 

Chile has asked the United Nations to 
demand his presence at Lake Success, to 
testify on the methods by which the Com- 
munist minority took over his country. 
Once out, he would be free to speak, though 
if he spoke the truth he could never return 
while his country stays in Communist 
hands. The Soviet: masters would never 
dare to allow him to testify, with all his 
dignity and prestige abetted by the marks 
of his suffering, but it would be whole- 
some to force the issue and prove conclu- 
sively that he is their prisoner. 

Less personal but no less tragic is the 
fate of Charles University. This famous 
institution, founded in 1348, still goes 
through the motions of inviting other uni- 
versities to send representatives to its six 
hundredth anniversary celebration. An 
alumnus of the University of Louisville, on 
duty with Military Government in Ger- 
many, has declined the invitation, and is 
praised by President John W, Taylor of 
the U. of lL, His refusal was justified.

Nowhere is freedom more vital than in the 
field of learning. ) 

Charles University was It on @ corner- 
stone of liberty. Founded by a progressive 
monarch, Charles I of Bohemia, in a Eu- 
rope still emerging from the shadows of 


the Middle Ages, it was dedicated from the 


start to the freeing of men’s minds. 


Its founder declared: “Thus will the 
faithful who inhabit this kingdom, who in- 
cessantiy thirst for the fruits of learning, 
be no longer obliged to beg for foreign 
alms from an unkind country. Rather they 
will find a table prepared for them in our 
own kingdom.” 

Only Oxford, Paris and Bologna exceed 
Charles/University in age. It gained pres- 
tige from its very inception, and in its 
founder’s time it already numbered from 
5000 to 7000 students. In the great Schism 
of the Papacy, ‘the university felt compe- 
tent to render final Sudgment between the 
rivals of Rome and Avignon. John Huss 
was its master from 1401 to 1415, and 
stamped it forever with the boldness and 
courage of his religious convictions, 


It was from one of its great halls that 
the Defenestration of Prague took place in 
1618, the event that opened the Thirty 
Years’ War. Long afterward, Thomas Maz- 
aryck, father of Jan, came to teach there 
in 1882, and one of his pupils was Eduard 
Benes. The only major demonstrations 
against the recent Communist coup came 
from Charles University students, rallying 
defiantly around the statue of John Huss. 


Such a tradition of fierce devotion to 
principle cannot be slaughtered overnight. 
It lives on in chains, and we of the outside 
world must find a way to reach it in its 
dark cell. We cannot move through offi- 
cial channels, for Moscow has perverted 
them to her qwn use. The only channel 
still open runs underground,

It is disposed, therefore, to resort 
to excitement, as it did over 
Greece and Turkey last year, as 
now over the Russian submarines 
off our coasts and other sclected 
tidbits. 

The trouble with using excite- 
ment as a device to pass necessary 
measures is that it aggravates the 
crisis which the measures are de- 
signed to deal with; and then that 
it infects the Government itself— 
as, for example, in the curiously 
complicated mishap over Spain, 
and the vote in the House and the 
Myron Taylor mission to the Vati- 
can and to Madrid: and then that 
it is self-defeating because the 
people, if they are excited too 
often, begin to realize that they 
are being excited, and to wonder 
whether the crisis is real. 


Praise for Gen. Clay. 


Gen. Clay’s performance in Ber- 
lin is a striking example of how 
affairs can be well conducted. 
Under great and deliberate provo- 
cation he has not lost face and he 
has not lect his temper. A lesser 
man could easily have been 
tempted, with the spotlight of the 
world upon him, to strike an 
heroic pose, to declaim, to utter 
memorable and _ée resounding 
phrases, and to make himself the 
central figure in a grand opera.

In Defense of Generals. 


The fact that Gen. Clay has 
been as calm as he has been firm, 
that he has been as rational as he 
has been resolute, will enhance 
not merely maintain, the prestige 
of the Allies which the Russian 
maneuver was designed to test 
and to impair. No doubt there 
will be other maneuvers. It is 
comforting to know that a man 
of Clay’s excfptional virtue, of his 
strength and moral refinement, is 
to remain where he is. 

There is considerable discussion 
in this country—the question was 
raised by Gov. Dewey in his Wis- 
consin speechey— about the role 
which military men are playing 
in the Government. 

No generalization on the subject 
makes any sense. Nothing can be 


admirals and their civilian chiefs 
which is remotely true of all of 
them.

of all the military minds. 


‘Authority Scattered. 


What can be said, I think, is that 
in the absence of coherent, con- 
sidered leadership and the exer- 
cise of authority in the White 
House, authority is scattered 
among individuals and among bu- 
reaus. As a result, there is among 
them in matters of high policy 
conflict and competition to make 
prevail what this individual or 
that happens to think is in, the 
national interest. 

{t is this condition of affairs— 
which it is not easy to describe 
clearly—that is creating an im- 
pression of what is usually known 
as militarism. 

We are not now, I am satisfied, 
the victims of this dangerous dis- 
ease. But our immunity to it is 
not what it should be. That is 
not because there is anything re- 
sembling a genuine militarist 
movement but because the world 
crisis is so great, the civilian pow- 
er so weak, and the military estab- 
lishment so imperfectly unified. 

There {s nothing as yet that 
could not be cured by an efficient

support Harry 8S. Truman if he is renominated. The recently adopted 
CIO strategy, which will be the nail in the Presidential coffin, may 


be summarized as follows: 


The CIO will make a tremen- 
dous effort, in conjunction with 
the AFL, to defeat all Senators 
and Representatives who voted 
for the Taft-Hartley act and to 
elect pro-labor lawmakers in their 
places. It will continue to oppose 
the candidacy  y! Henry A. Wal- 
lace, but if man heads the 
‘Democratic ticket, the ClO will 
simply ignore the whole Presi- 
dential contest. ' 

This strategy is traceable, in 
turn, to another vitally important 
phenomenon. 

The Communist decision to 
launch a third party movement 
precipitated the present bitter 
struggle between the CIO’s Com- 
munist minority and anti-Com- 
munist majority. The anti-Com- 
munists, as a result, have come 
to see the national political picture 
entirely in terms of their own in- 
ternal struggle. In this struggle, 
Truman is the greatest handicap 
to the anti-Communists. Rank 
and file indifference or hostility 
to Truman is now so rife in the 
labor movement that the CIO 
leaders like Philip Murray could 
not back him, even if they wished 
to. 

Reason for Backing Eisenhower. 

This is the origin of the plan 
of the CIO leadérs to support the 
candidacy of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, which was formulat- 
ed at the same time as the strat- 
egy of not backing Truman. 

Eisenhower was the CIO's 
_ choice in the face of pretty good 
informatjon that he would have 
voted for a moderate version of 
the very Taft-Hartley act which 


the CIO calls the “slave labor 
law.” Yet the CIO leaders are 
actively romoting. the E/isen- 


hower Movement. Walter Reuth- 
er, for example, conferred at 
length with Franklin D. Roose- 
velt Jr. before young Roosevelt 
issued his pro-Eisenhower state- 
ment. Murray would also have 
come out publicly for Eisenhower 
by now, if he had not feared to 
force the general's hand, 

' The CIO chieftains want Eisen- 
hower, Taft-Hartley or no Taft- 
Hartley, simply because he has the 
rank-and-file appeal that Truman 
lacks. The best evidence that this 
fis correct is the extraordinary 
Communist campaign of vilifica- 
tion against the general. The best 
experts in labor circles estimate 
that substitution of Eisenhower 
for Truman would cut by half the 
total vote pooled by the Commu- 
nists’ candidate, Wallace. No won- 
der the Communists fear the gen- 
eral. 

Red Grip on Wallace. 
Finally, this fear must be espe- 
cially acute, since Wallace is fair- 
ly ely to be all that the Com- 
munists have. Their grip on him 
is tightening daily, to be sure. Lee 
Pressman, former CIO leader 


whom Wallace once fired from the 
Agriculture Department as a dan- 
gerous left-winger, is now a leader 
of the Wallace “steering commit- 
tee.” David Ramsey, who has been 
one of the two or three most im- 
portant theoreticians of the Amer- 
ican Communist party, ‘is now 
known to have helped prepare the 
Wallace ramblings befores the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
on the ERP. Wallace is being used 
with increasing openness as a’ 
Communist stooge, as when he in- 
tervened to back the Communist 
faction in the United Electrical 
Workers. 

But for the Communists, the 
real question is whether gaining 
Wallace is worth the loss of con- 
trol of great key labor unions, 
like the CIO Electrical Workers. 
From Murray down, the CIO lead- 
ers are now at work driving out 
the Communists, root and branch. 
Not only the Electrical, Workers, 
but also the mine, mill and smel- 
ter workers, the Maritime union 
and all other Communist strong- 
holds in the labor movement are 
now under urgent attack, 

Results of First Round. 

Such episodes as the defection 
of the transport workers’ Mike 
Quill, following the maritime 
workers’ Joe Curran, and the 
transfer to the United Auto Work- 
ers of vital electrical workers’ ]lo- 
cals, suggest that the Communists 
are losing the first round in this 
struggle. 

The CIO anti-Communists are 
confident of pretty complete vic- 
tory in the end, provided they do 
not pin the Truman label on 
themselves, ® 

Altogether the signs are that 
the Communist high command, 
and their masters in the Soviet 
Union, made one of théir habitual 
miscalculations with Wallace. 
Their objects in pushing the Wal- 
lace third party were to defeat 
Truman, to elect an isolationist 
Republican of the stripe of Rob- 
ert A. Taft, and to capture lead- 
ership of the working masses. 

Truman would probably have 
defeated himself in any case. 

The Kremlin’s worst villain, 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, is 
much more likely to reach the 
White House than is Taft.

Val Peterson, Dewey told a friend- 
ly, occasionally demonstrative au- 
dience of 1800: 

“Marx elaimed a century ago 
and his followers claim today, that 
Communism had something far 
better to offer the average man 
than our free system. Many peo- 
ple in all parts of the world ana 
even some in our own country 
scem to think that {gs so. 

“If they are right, there cer- 
tainly ought to be some evidence 
to prove it after a hundred years. 
That's a long time. But, fpr some 
strange reason, the Communist 
Government of Soviet Russia just 
does not like to make public any 
information about her internal 
economic conditions. Maybe they 
are too modest, let’s see, just how 
are things in Viadivostok? 

Some Comparisons. 

“Some small scraps of informa- 
tion do seep through the fron cur- 
tain at times. We hear about slave 
labor—about concentration camps, 
and we even learn, bit by bit, 
about working conditions of the 
average Russian. We do know the 
average hourly rate of pay of Rus- 
sian factory workers and the 
prices of some of the necessities 
of life which the Russian worker 
has to buy. Now let’s do a little 
comparing. 

“In order to, earn the price of 
a one-pound loaf of bread the 
average Russian must work 31 
minutes. The average American 
can earn the cost of a loaf of 
bread in seven minutes. The head 
of a family under Communism has 
to work four and a half times as 
long for a loaf of bread. 

“The Russian worker can buy a 
quart of milk—if he can find it— 
with what he earns in 78 minutes. 
It takes an American 10 minutes, 
and he has it delivered to his 
doorstep. 

“For a package of 20 cigarettes, 
the Russian worker has to give up 


the American worker only nine 
minutes. 

“To buy a man’s suit, the Rus- 
sian works 580 hours—the Ameri- 
can 25 hours. 

“For a pair of women’s shoes 
a worker in Russia has to work 
19 times as many hours as a 
worker in America. 

“For a woman's cotton dress, a 
Russian must work more than 13 
times as long. 

“For a piece of soap the Russian 
must work 18 times as iong and 
for a pair of socks or a lump of 
sugar, the Russian has to put in 
28 times as much working time 
as the American. 

“In the real meaning of this 
contrast lies the story which we 
must tell as we rally the free 
peoples of the world to defeat 
Communism without war. It is 
the story of what free men can 
accomplish in a free society. That 
story must be told now. If our 
national administration cannot tell 
it effectively, it is time they made 
way for an administration which 
believes in it and can tell it. 

“It is time for America te throw 
off the doubts and hesitations 
that have lain upon us like an 
unwelcome heritage from the dec- 
ade of frustration and despair 
during the 1930s. The struggle in 
the world today is the struggle of 
ideas and of faith. This is not 
a shooting war and it will not 
become one if we recover our 
faith and make our own Govern- 
ment relift our coufage and our 
confidence. If we do, I am su- 
premely confident that our sons 
will not be sent into another war.” 

The Bogota Revolution. 

Commenting on the Bogota, Co- 
lombia, revolution, Dewey said at 
North Platte today that it ap- 
parently was Communist inspired. 
Revolutionists, he added, have 
employed “every technique that 
Communists have been teaching 
for years.” 

Dewey said it had become. the 
plan of Soviet Russia to take over 
democratic governments by “in- 
filtration.” 

“The Bogota rebellion looks a 
lot like the technique taught by 
Communists,” he said. “But it 
now appears that the Conserv- 
ative government is going to lick 
them,” 


He said it was his policy to 


keep Communists “out in the open 
where we can watch them and 
their every move,” adding: “When 
they are for something you know 
it is bad, so you can fight against 
it. When they are out in the 
open you can lick them.” 

Paul Lockwood, Dewey’s secre- 
tary, told a reporter today he 
thinks Dewey has started “a 
swing in our direction” by vigor- 
ous campaigning in the last two 
days. 

Dewey flew to western Nebras- 
ka today to court the farm vote. 
Harold E. Stassen, another candi- 
date, flew to Washington today 
for the gridiron dinner—an occa- 
sion that Dewey decided at the 
last minute to pass up in favor 
of more campaigning. 


Stassen Claims Nebraska Farm 
Vote After Tour of State. 

OMAHA, April 10 (AP)—Harold 
E. Stassen today had staked out 
his claim to the farm vote in next 
Tuesday's Nebraska Republican 
presidential preferential primary. 

Returning to Omaha last night 
at the end of his second barn- 
storming campaign tour through 
the state, he said, “In my judg- 
ment we definitely will be in first 
place in the farm vote.” 

Stassen said he felt he had “two 
very successful days” in central 
and eastern Nebraska. He added 
that the interest which audiences 
had shown in Republican policy 
during his question-and-answer 
periods was “very similar to the 
last week in Wisconsin.” 

In that state Stassen-pledged 
candidates won 19 of 27 placés in 
the Wisconsin delegation to the 
national convention, 

When his bus rolled into Omaha 
last night, the former Minnesota 
Governor had been in every sec- 
tion of the state in hfh' quest of 
popular support in the preferential 
voting. 

He started out on March 11 in 
western Nebraska, where one of 
his chief opponents, New York 
Gov. Thomas E, Dewey, was cam- 
paigning today. 

Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
who is competing actively with 
Stassen, Dewey and Gen, Douglas 
MacArthur in the Nebraska elec- 
tien, said today that he considered 
his chances as “very favorable.” 
Senator Arthur Vandenberg of 
Michigan, Gov. Earl Warren of 
California, and House Speaker 
Joe Martin of Massachusetts are 
entered but have not campaigned. 


COLOMBIAN TROOPS 
RESCUE PERSONNEL 
FROM U.S. EMBASSY 


Continued From Page One. 


Marshall was in the conference 
building when the trouble broke 
out with the assassination of the 
Liberal party leader, Jorge Eliecer 
Gaitan, on a downtown street. 
Within minutes after infuriated 
crowds beat and kicked the uni- 
dentified assassin to death, mobs 
formed all over the city and 
marched on the Government build- 
ings shouting for the removal of 
the Conservative administration. 
One of those whose name the 
crowd called was Foreign Minister 
Laureano Gomez, who heads the 
Colombian delegation at the con- 
ference. 


American correspondents on the 
scene said the rioters broke into 
the conference hall and wrecked 
the building before a detachment 
of loyal troops arrived to drive 
them out with rifles and bayonets. 

A number of conference delegates 
were trapped for a time on the 
upper floors of the building, but 
the soldiers rescued them before 
any were injured. eo . 

Another mob tried to storm the 
presidential palace, but they were 
beaten back by government sol- 
diers after a brief fight in which 
eight persons were reported to 
have been killed. 

More than 100 American dele- 
gates and correspondents, along 
with hundreds of other foreigners 
attending the conference, fled to 
their embassies and nearby hotels, 

Apart from the stabbing of Pow- 
ell, there were no reports of direct 
attacks on any Americans ir the 
city. Rebel spokesmen assured the 
United States embassy that no for- 
cigners would be molested by their 
forces, 

A small bomb exploded harm- 
lessly outside the embassy and a 
gang of drunken looters fired two 
shots through the windows, but no 
one was _ hurt. 

The correspondents, in an early 
morning dispatch te the State De- 
partment, told of “an almost oml- 
nous silence” after dawn today 
over the looted downtown section. 

The dispatch added: 

About embassy and United 
States delegation employes who 
spent the night either in the em- 
bassy offices or the conference 
delegation offices across the 
street remained completely calm 
throughout the difficult night. 

There is no telling yet how 
many have been made homeless 
as a result of fires or how Many 
business establishments have been 
wrecked, Many of the fires were 
in buildings of low cost apart- 
ments. 

There was no trojly service be- 
cause the cars were burned in 
yesterday’s rioting and there is 
no sign yet of gny kind of public 
transportation.

Priceless religious relics and ob- 
jects of antiquity, many hundreds 
of years old, were destroyed in 
the burning and sacking of the 
Cathedral and the Church of San 
Francisco. Persons who climbed 
to the roof of the embassy build- 
ing saw sulphur-colored smoke 
rising from numerous fires all 
over downtown. 

Bogota’s four fire engines were 
inoperative but in any case they 
would have been unable to cope 
with the widespread arson.

The Franco-Colombian College 
has been destroyed by fire. The 
building, in the north central part 
of Bogota, went up in flames de- 
spite the fact that the French flag 
was flying over it. French lega- 
tion offiicals had no word that any 
French nationals have been 
harmed. 

The Regina Hotel which housed 
some delegations of the _ inter- 
American conference and person- 
nel of the conference secretariat 
burned down. All living there are 
accounted for. The guests trans- 
ferred across a park to the Gran- 
ade Hotel, which is under the 
same management. \ 

Guests of the Imperial Hotel, 
next door to the Regina, also went 
to the Granada, which is un- 
harmed.

21 Changes Made by Illinois 
In Boxing Code; Eight-Ounce 
Gloves: Must Be Worn in F uture 


CHICAGO, April 10 (UP)—The Illinois Boxing Commission com- 
pletely revised its rulebook today, Making 21 changes which it 


veemed “important.” 


The action followed a month- 
long investigation into thee death 
of fighter Sam Baroudi, Akron, O., 
who died Feb. 21 of :injuries sut- 
fered in a bout with Ezzard 
Charles, Cincinnati. 

Most of the rules changes, the 
commission announced, were 
“pointed towards safety for all 
contestants.” 

“‘There has been a general over- 
all tightening of all the rules, 
Hundreds of suggestions for the 
improvement of boxing were of- 
fered and many have been accept- 
ed and incorporated into the new 
rules.” 

Major changes were: 

1. Eight ounce gloves must be 
used in all bouts. 

2. Every boxer cleanly knocked 
down must take an eight count; if 
a boxer is knocked out of the ring 
to the floor of the arena he must 
take an 18 count. 

(Present rules provide that a 
boxer knocked out of the ring has 
20 seconds to get back ready to 
fight. Thus the changes mean 
that a fighter can take eight sec- 
onds to recover consciousness and 
still hag 10 seconds to re-enter the 
ring. He must take the 18 count.) 

3. A medical examiner must be 
the first to examine a boxer who 
has been knocked out. 

4. A boxer knocked unconscious 
will not be permitted to fight 
again for at least six weeks and 
only after a medical examination. 

5. A boxer who has suffered a 
severe concussion will be. barred. 

6. A boxer, knocked out four 
straight times or who loses six 
successive fights will be subject 
to investigation to determine why 
he should not be retired. 

7. The commission medical ex- 
aminer may, require fighters to 
submit to cardiograph and en- 


cephalograph tests to determine 
injuries to brain or heart. 

8. Ring padding must be 1% 
inches thick. 

9. Managers, seconds and train- 
ers must pass rigid examinations 
to determine their qualifications, 

10. Managers, boxers or handlers 
suspended in a National Boxing 
Association state who wittingly 
signs or contributes to a contract 
for a fight in another N.B.A, state 
shall be subject to suspension for 
at least six months, 

11. Matchmakers 
censed, 

12. Commission inspectors must 
visit training quarters daily and |

OOKS are essential to the 
B healthy growth of mind and 

spirit, and parents and teach- 
ers need the strength good 
reading affords. Nobody knows 
everything there is to know. con- 
cerning his special field, espe- 
cially about such involved mat- 
ters as child rearing and educa- 
tion. 

It seems to me that we ought 
to make a point 8f reading at 
least three books every month-— 
one for information, one for in- 
spiration, one for pleasure. These 
are not mutually exclusive; quite 
the contrary. Truth, which lies 
at the bottom of every good book, 
is beauty and. beauty is inspira- 


tion,

A BOOK that everybody can 
own is the Bible, and it should be 
read daily. There is in it knowl- 
edge, beauty and healing truth. 
That one book alone, faithfully 
read, will lend the strength and 
enlightenment every parent and 
teacher must have to do good 
work, 

We ought to read one book 
written by a specialist in our 
field: There are many fine ones, 
old and modern, on the library 
shelves that sould be taken 
down and’ put in circulation. Dr. 
Hall's “Youth,” for one; Dr. Ho- 
man’s “As the Twig is bent-—~” 
Dr. Woolf's “Mathers’ ; Manual”; 
and many, Many more jot recent 
publication. 

Along with these that deal with 
the education of.a child’s mind 
should go those that have to do 
with the spiritual and mental 
phases of being. I would con- 
sider Dr. Fosdick’s “On Being A

parents. It is impossible to rear

| THINK that Americans might 

be interested to know how peo- 

ple here are managing when 
goods of every kind are so scarce. 

To buy a man’s suit requires 24 
coupons—and that is about all the 
clothes coupons “ man of a wom- 
an gets for a whole year! A pair 
of shoes cost 9 coupons, so one 
cannot buy a suit in the same 
year that one buys new shoes, 

The coupons required for a 
woman’s dress varies a little ac- 
cording to the kind of dress. It 
is possible to buy a couple of cot- 
ton dresses and still buy some 
stockings and underwear and 
shoes. But it is not possible to 
buy a winter dress and a winter 
coat the same year. People are 
feeling this more now than during 
the war because all the clothes 
they had from prewar days have 
now worn out, and the new things 
they are able to buy are not of 
as good quality. 

x * 


IT IS PARTICULARLY hard to 
dress children because they out- 
grow their clothes. A woman with 
children passes on to some other 
family whatever they outgrow, 
and still another family passes 
on to her what their children out- 
grow, This is a good system, but 
it leaves very little opportunity 
for the exercise of personal pref- 
erences. 

If you know of any couple over 
here who are expecting a baby, I 
think they would bless you no 
matter what you sent in the way 
of baby clothes. Anda@f you know 
any newlyweds, you may be sure 
they would welcome curtain ma- 
terials or covers for furniture. 
Whatever is available to them 
does not offer great choice either 
in quality or quantity. 

, One woman told me that she 
was thankful for her work with 
the women’s voluntary services 
because she had to wear*her uni- 
form during the war, so that any 
of her prewar clothes which were 
in good condition could be brought 
out after the war a treated as 
new clothes. She was only sgrry 
that she had not been more ex- 
travagant in those prewar years.

ANOTHER interesting thing is 
that the very rich and even the 
near rich tell you they are living 
on their principal, and they won- 
der rather lightly what they will 
do when they have no more prin- 
cipal. Though wages for domes- 
tic servants are on the average 
about half what they are in the 
United States, many women today 
are doing work in their homes 


that they did not do in the past— 
just as with us in the United 
States. 

It is harder here, for the houses 
are not planned for labor-saving. 
And even if the women could have 
some of our labor-saving devices, 
they would not be allowed the 
electricity to run them. 

Even at Windsor’ Castle, there 
is a notice in every room from 
the master of the household ad- 
monishing guests and staff to use 
only such lights as are necessary 
and to remember to turn them 


‘ out; also not to Waste hot water. 


There is no heating in the castle 
except in the corridors and from 
small grate fires in every room. 
This is a country which is be- 
ing conditioned to saving by long 
discipline in handling shortages. 
We at home ‘who are so*‘wasteful 
will have to reform somewhat, for 
if the world is really to be one 
world, we can’t do all the squan- 
dering in one place and all the 
saving in another.

ROCESSORS have done a 
P thorough job of utilizing 

every part of the gmineapple. 
The shape o% the fruit, the nature 
of its peel and woody core make 
it necessary to convert it into a 
number of product styles in order 
to prevent waste. But this di- 
versity proves an advantage to 
the consumer for it does offer a 
welcome variety. Most all these 
styles in pineapple can be used in 
molded or stuffed salads, for pies, 
fritters, cake fillings, and many 
types of simple desserts. The 
chunks can also be used in these 
same Ways. 

The use of luscious thick slices 
and fingers, however, are more 
restricted in their use and-right- 
fully so, because if the cooking 
procedure mutiliates the form in 
any way, it is better-to use some 
other form o*% the product. For 
example, there is no point in cov- 


ering up the whole slices or. 


fingers with batter to make frit- 
ters or with pastry to make pie. 
The place to use them is where 
they can manifest all their attrac- 
tive beauty such as in broiled 


‘Slices for meat or poultry ac- 


companiments, or in salads. 
Pineapple Rice Croquettes. 


Two tablespoons margarine, 
two tablespoons flour, one-fourth 
cup milk, one cup crushed pine- 
apple, one cup well-cooked rice, 
thoroughly drained but not 
rinsed, two egg yolks, two table- 
spoons milk, one cup fine cracker 
crumbs, one-fourth cup melted 
margarine. 

Make a cream sauce of two 
tablespoons margarine, flour and 
milk and salt. Combine with pine- 
apple and rice. Chill. Form into 
croquettes using about one-fourth 
cup for each. Beat yolks slightly, 
add milk. Mix cracker crumbs 
and margarine. Dip croquettes in 
egg mixture, then roil in buttered 
cracker crumbs. Place on greased 
cookies sheet. Bake in hot oven 
(450 degrees fahrenheit) 15 min- 
utes or until golden brown. Hight 
croquettes.

Ham and Corn Patties. 


Combine tw cups diced, bolled 
or baked ham (about 12 oz.), with 
No. 2 tin whole kernel corn (well 
drained, save liquid), two slightly 
one-half cup dry 
bread crumbs, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon choppel pars- 
ley. Cover and set, aside. Cook 
two tablespoons chopped onion in 
one-half cup shortening over low 
heat until soft. Add one-half cup 
flour, then add two cups milk 
gradually, stirring constantly to 
keep smooth. Cook until thick 
and bubbly. Remove one cup of 
the sauce and mix thoroughly 
with the ham mixture. To re- 
maining sauce add one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth cup milk, 
liquid from corn and one cup 
diced celery. Cook two or three 
minutes, stirring frequently to 
keep mixture from scorching. Cov- 
er and set aside in a warm. place. 
Shape ham mixture into patties 
or cutlets (using about one-half 
cup per cutlet) and brown on 
both sides in.a smal] amount of 
fat. Mixture may be dropped onto 
hot griddle, flattened and shaped 
with spatula. Serve with celery 
mixture. Five servings. Serve 
each child three and one-half cups.

West opened the heart 10, driv- 
ing out South’s blank ace. South 
drew: trumps in one round, then 
led a small diamond to the ace 
and returned the diamond jack 
through East, letting it ride when 
it was not covered. (Perhaps he 
was a believer in that peculiar su- 
perstition: “The queen lies over 
the jack.”) Whatever South’s rea- 
son was, the play was not con- 
spicuously successful. West won 
the trick and led another heart, 
and at the end South found it im- 
possible to shut out the club king. 


If South had been forced to 
guess the position of the diamond 
queen to fulfill tge contract, his 
guess, though unfortunate, would 
have been beyond criticism. The 
fact was, however, that no guess- 
ing was required. The right line 
of play was to win the second 
trick with a trump in dummy, 
then to ruff a heart. Next, go 
back to dummy with a trump and 
ruff another heart; finally, return 
once more to ruff away dummy’s 
last heart. Now it would be sim- 
plicity itself for South to cash the 
club ace and lead the club queen. 
It would not matter a bit which 
defender took this trick with the 
club king; he would have to re- 
turn a club (or a heart, if that suit 
had not broken), thus letting South 
discard a diamond while he ruffed 
in the other hand; or a diamond 
that would give the automatic 
finesse against the queen.
